the Superior Court Globe Thursday 
night 
December 4th 
Roberts 
case was takento 
Gila 
county on a change of venue 
Sum 
van was 
slain four years ago in the 
hills in Graham county and suspicion 
rested 
on Roberts and Justin Rose 
Both 
men 
dissappeared 
but Rose 
gave himself 
up thirty days later 
and 
was tried 
and convicted 
He 
appealed his case and it was reversed 
by the Supreme Court 
Roberts was 
not captured until a short time ago 
when he was found in Elko 
Nev 
where he was living under the name 
of Bill Dawsey 
Evidence 
in 
the 
case indicated 
that Roberts 
was 
in possession of 
goats 
belonging to Sullivan at the 
time of the murder that footprints 
led from the scene of the crime to 
the Roberts 
camp and that the ac ¬ 
cused 
man 
evaded 
the officers and 
jumped 
a bond 
he had 
posted 
for 
appearance in the case involving the 
ownership of the goats 
Eight or ten witnesses 
were ex ¬ 
amined 
before Judge Shute in the 
Superior Court Thursday 
Former 
Sheriff Anderson of Graham county 
in which 
the crime was committed 
took the stand and gave conclusive 
Evidence 
He 
related 
thVeVents 
which led up to the killing of Sulli ¬ 
van and told in detail the subsequent 
hunt for the 
body and Roberts and 
Rose 
who 
was 
the accuseds com ¬ 
panion

testimony of the other wit- 
nesses

also the largest producer of 
medium quality milk 
In these days of high cost of 
liv ¬ 
ing the American people are 
con- 
fronted

with conditions 
heretofore 
unknown 
The 
Holstein cow helps 
to solve them thru the fact that her 
progeny are large beef producers 
The Holstein cow is probably the 
most profitable cow in this country 
at this time as an 
all 
purpose cow 
The next cow is of a typical dairy 
formation 
comes 
from the 
Isle of 
Jersey a small isle 
in the 
English 
channel 
where they have been kept 
for 
100 years without the infusion 
of new blood 
While the Holstein 
is the largest 
milk 
producer 
the

Her 
offsprings 
are 
not beef producers 
She 
shines as 
no other cow as a family cow 
On 
account of contrast in size between 
Holstein 
and 
Jersey

As it is the keeping up of dairy 


stock in this valley seems to be sec¬ 
ondary to some other business 
there 
is 
no stability in it 
A great biff 
spurt is made 
by 
some 
and 
for 
awhile 
it looks 
as if 
those 
who 
start in are going to keep at it but 
in a little while it c ies out and what 
good dairy stock has survived is sold 
to the first outsider that appears 
and offers a good price 
Under 
these 
circumstances 
the 
dairy business has a hard time of it 
and the wonder is that anyone con 
tinues at it 
Yet there is no other 
business at which our farmers could 
make such great success as can be 
accomplished 
by a well stocked dairy 
farm 
By 
thij we 
mean 
blooded 
dairy cows not the cows that give 
large quantities 
of milk 
for the 
milk 
might be poor 
and not run 
3 
per 
cent 
butter fat 
but 
the 
blooded 
dairy cow that gives 4 per 
cent and 
over in butter fat 
is the 
one that should be kept 
It was thought 
that 
when 
the 
creamery was started here several 
years ago that the dairy business 
would 
prove 
the greatest industry 
in the valley 
But for some reason 
this has not proved 
true 
tho 
we 
know 
the enterprise of 
those who 
started the creamery was sufficient 
for the making of a large business 
Much 
money 
was spent to bring in

had very little weight when

The only remedy for this situation 
lies in the production of a better 
quality of grain by the farmers of 
the state 
The causes of the low 
quality of 
Arizona 
grain are two 
These are inferior varieties and the 
presence of grain smut 
As already 
mentioned 
the white Sonora 
which 
has formerly been the leading variety 
in the Southwest 
is of very inferior 
quality 
Better 
varieties must be 
introduced 
Among 
the 
white 
wheats 
the 
Early 
Bart 
sometimes 
erroneously 
called Early Barr 
and White Aus ¬ 
tralian are among the best 
These 
varieties are much harder than the 
white Sonora 
and are just about as 
productive 
The 
substitution 
of 
these for the inferior white Sonora 
would 
be worth 
much both to the 
farmers and millers 
Turkey red wheat which 
is the 
sort commonly grown in Kansas and 
Oklahoma 
can be grown in Arizona 
It is not quite so productive as the 
white 
Sonora 
or Early Bart but if 
given proper culture the superioiity 
in quality will probably make good 
the disadvantage 
When 
irrigated 
excessively 
all 
wheats tend 
to become soft 
It is 
therefore 
highly advisable 
to 
pro 
duce the wheat crop on only a mod- 
erate

supply of water 
and 
above 
all it should 
be so irrigated 
as to 
bring 
about a rapid ripening 
By 
this is meant the 
time 
between 
the 
milk 
stage 
and that of the ripe 
grain 
should 
be 
made 
as short as
